Juicidt of Uessil Captain- 


The crew of schooner / -ithouy Bur- 


ton of Westerly, which arrived here 
this week with a cargo of coal for a 
local dealer, had au exhausting and 
tragic trip from I'ort Johnson, N. J. 
The captaiu of the vessel committed 
suicide just before the vessel entered 
Newpoit harbor, and upon their arri- 
val here the survivors of the crew weie 
iu a state of complete exhaustion. 


The schooner is an old one aud 


leaked badly ou the trip, compelling 
the crew of four men to keep ut the 
pumps. Considerable fog was encoun- 
tered and the vessel more than once 
lost her bearings. The condition of the 
captaiu, Edward 
Crowley of New 


York, appeared to li somewhat de- 
ranged, as he acted very peculiarly aud 
on one occasion left the wheel and 
went below, leaving the schooner st 
the mercy of the sea. In the dense fog 
that prevailed the vessel ran by the en- 
trance to the harbor aud hove to near 
Eeaeouuet.

The 1'resl 
dent's views on leciprocity are wel 
known and the same views were held 
by McKiuley mill before him by Blaine 
The President's eirntBl interest In the 
mutter >vaa shown by the reciprocity 
treaties which he negotiated and mint 
to Congress aud which were killed bj 
tlie Senate. 
Capital is uow being 


made out of the statement that the 
whole of tbe administration is agaiust 
tbe reciprocity congress and tuat its In- 
difference has become a matter of "ac- 
tive hostility". This is not true. The 
President at Oyster Bay has bad bis 
bauds full recently with both the 
peaceenvoya aud the trouble* iu the 
Agricultural Department. But he hm 
made time to receive the president of 
cougreeu aud whatever tbe administra- 
tion cau properly do toward furthering 
tbe work it may be depended ou to do.

Neither tbe President nor the cabiuet 
want to get mixed up In a political 
matter of tbat sort just uow, but It is 
quite cenaiu that if the congress BUC- 
cceds iu doing anything practical It 
will have a warm supfHjrt or tbe execu- 
tive during the coming session of Cou- 
gress 
Matters abroad aro rapidly 


shaping themselves so tbat there will 
have to he some action ou expediting 
treaties aud ou tbe threatened discrimi- 
nating duties agaiuat tbe United States 
and if actiou settling tbe matter ou an 
equitable basis is uot takeu duriug tbe 
comiug winter, it will be the fault of 
Congress aud uot for lack of interest ou 
the part of the executive.

Folding Table Napklun. 


No woman of tuate tillnka twice about 


tho advisability of folding Uiblu uap- 
kina In fancy shapes like fans or plac- 
ing them, twisted cornucopia fashion, 
Iu water glnsaes. Either of these wnys 
of clisixwlng of the napklu is never 
favored in u private house. The plain 
square fold ia always the best form, 
says Alice E. Whitaker. 


But there Is a difference 
In the 


square fold. 
Take a five-eighths oaj>- 


klu, which may be used for breakfast 
or luncheon, and fold It over twice 
each way. 
It is no larger than n band- 


kerchief and suggests economy In lin- 
en. 
Now fold it over In thirds nnd 


again In thirds. It will look as large 
as a three-quarter napkin und lie fiat 
and smooth because of the less number 
of layers. 
If you like to have these 


smaller nnpkins folded to look a llttte 
different 
from 
tho dinner napkins, 


fold In quarters first, then in thirds. 
This makes them a trltie smaller and 
oblong. 


Dinner napkins should be folded ac- 


>ind 
j cordion fushion, or, to be ruore explicit, 


fold once through the middle, then 
bring one selvage over the middle, turn 
the napkin over and bring the other 
selvage to the.center fold. 
Now fold 


again the same way, bringing tho 
outer edges all even ami the napkin 
opens better. 
The difficulty 
lies In 


teaching the' average laundress to 
change from the old way. 


Tlio fringed or small square napkins 


used when refreshments are served, as 
at u club tea or a reception, may bo 
folded once each way, then once over 
In three cornered fashion. Do not press 
|lio last fold with the Iron, but leave It 
like a puff; In this way they are orna- 
mental. This Is tho nearest approach 
of fancy folding that Is allowable.—Ex- 
change.
